VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - 
U.S. military sources disclosed 
for the first time today that the 
troops who captured the strategic 
Laotian town of M u o n g Sing 
Thursday apparently came from 
nearby Communist China. 


Although evidence still w a s 
fraigmentary, the sources 
s a i d 
that two-thirds of the attack ing 
force spok e Chinese. 


The U.S. sources were quick to 
point out that such troops would 
not necessarily be members of 
the Red Chinese army. They said 
the attack ers of the Laotian town 
30 miles inside the armistice line 
draiwn by the Geneva conference 
on Laos Cv‘ild have been Chi­ 
nese-speak ing tribesmen recruited 
by the pro-Communist Laotian 
rebiîls. 
B.ut the statement nevertheless 
was the closest that U.S. sources 
have yet come to supporting the 
chavges of the rightw'ing 
r o ya l 
Laotian government that Commu­ 
nist Chinese soldiers now are tak ­ 
ing part in the civil war. 


In the past, U.S. officials al­ 
ways* have brushed off

would give the NATO allies in­ 
formation on the strength and lo­ 
cation of U. S. nuclear weapons 
in Europe and would provide for 
consultation before their use any­ 
where in the world. 
But the President of the United 
States would have the authority 
to make the final decision on 
whether nuclear weapons will be 
used. 
The council, which opened its 
spring session Friday, gathered 
to complete its annual interna­ 
tional policy review before re­ 
ceiving the U.S. offer. 
The offer is embodied in a re­ 
port drawn up by NATO authori­ 
ties after extensive secret consul­ 
tations.
